HOW CAN THEY DO IT AND PAY EXPENSES? 


This rate of interest, 4.92 percent., is 


more than the average rate these cc mpa Dies 
are now earning on their assets.

aside from thtt fact, the expense) of the 
business and tne death losses ha^ve first to 
be'pnid. 


In these particular companies the ex-

We «an judge only by the past. Two of 


these companies have been engaged almost 
exclusively In'; this speculative life insur- 
ance for twenty years already. For nearly 
all that time they forfeited atl tbe reserves 
of lapsing policies as well at all tbe sur- 
plus. But they are settling now the sur- 
plus on polite es which have received, or 
are supposed to hive recived the forfeit- 
ures of the e-ntlre reserves and surplus 
from lapses for the last twenty years; and 
the surplus being now paid Is only about 
50 per cent, of tbe "estimates" of surplus 
on which these policies were sold twenty 
years ago. 
Either the forfeitures have 


been much less than was estimated, or 
else the expense account has overcome the 
speculations, one or the other. 


But. these companies now profess to for- 


feit on policies now being written, only 
about one-third of the reserve Instead of 
the-whole of it as formerly. Yet they are 
"estimating" that the results of these 
policies twenty years hence, which can 
share in the forfeiture of only otie-third, 
will be as grejkt aa are-the present results 
of the policies which are sharing in the 
forfeiture of tne whole reserve for the last 
twenty years. 
They estimate that a part 


•will produce as much as a whole. The 
,'old "Full Tontine" policies—in which all 
reserves as w^ll as all surplus on lapses 
were forfeited—are yielding only 50 per 
cent, or less, of tbe "estimated" surplus. 
And this 50 per cent, result on Full Ton- 
lines is now used as an "estimate", of the 
probable result of the Semi-Tontines— 
which are to. forfeit all the surplu0, but 
only a third 6f tbe lapsed reserves. For 
all these investment policies, "bonds," 
"consols," or whatever else they may be 
called, are merely varieties of Tontine or 
Semi-Tontine. 


How Semi-Tontine is expected to accom- 


plish as much as Full Tontine has never 
been explained. Tbe expenses are increas- 
ing;1 tbe forfeitures can hardly be expect- 
ed to be greater, and a much less propor- 
tion of th'ern gpes to tbe pool; and certain- 
ly the rate of: interest is not likely to In- 
crease in the next twenty years. 


The true question would seem to be this: 


If the old Full Tontine estimates basnl on 
full foileiture^ have received only one-half 
the expected; surplus, why Is it not an 
equal shrinkage to be expected in the 
results of present "estimates" or "Illustra- 
tion-" which are themselves the disappoint- 
ing results of] tbe old Full'Tontines; and 
which must be realized, if at ail, from 
only partial instead of full forfeitures? 


How can partial forfeitures produce as 


lar^e a surplus as full forfeiture*-? 


And it is forfeitures alone that can make 


these pt-ltcies au investment to those who 
dob't happen to furfeit, lor the expense 
account kills the interest account.

The old Full Tontine estimate was that 


thej entire cash value at tbe end of twenty 
years would |be $23,500—a surplus over 
tbe face of the policy of $13,500, but tbe 
actual-surpflus, settlement in sight is—-if 
no turther shrinkage takes such p lace as has 
beeii constantly going on—87,060 instead 
of the $13 500; promised to tbe bope.
